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The Paris Conference. 


The Allied Peace Conference began its 
work in earnest on Saturday, The earlier 
“conversations ” between the Allied repre- 
sentatives have been a mere, though a very 
necessary, clearing of the ground. Now 
the Inter-Allied Conference for Peace Pre- 
liminaries is formally in session. Its 
inaugural meeting, as President Poincaré 
pointed out in his opening address, was 
held, by an appropriate coincidence, on the 
anniversary of the day when, forty-eight 
years ago, the establishment of the Ger- 
man Empire was proclaimed at Versailles. 
The assembly of the Allied Conference 
synchronises with the holding of the elec- 
tions to the first National Assembly of the 


after the defeat of Bolshevism in Berlin 


and the death of its leaders, will endow 
Germany with a regular Government whose 


representatives can be admitted to the 


formal Peace Conference. The Conference 
has made a good beginning by cerrecting 
the singularly unfortunate attitude with 
regard to publicity which it was at first 
proposed to adopt. Its inaugura’ meeting 
was fully open to the Press, and this 
initial concession provides a ‘substantial 
guarantee that the idea of deciding the 
destinies of humanity behind closed doors 
has been abandoned. We print elsewhere 
an impression of the meeting from our 
Special Correspondent. It reached our 
Lendon Office by aeroplane post—a re- 
minder of the facilities of communication 
in the new era on which we are entering. 
In the present temper of public opinion, 
and with such facilifies of communication 
in existence, it is impossible that delegates 
who, in M. Poinsaré’s words, “hold in 
their hands the. future of the world,” 
should conduct their high business under 
the old tradition of “secret diple

We are satisfied 
that, if it is loyally worked, the contem- 
plated method of publicity will secure the 
two-fold condition which we defined last 
week: the Conference “will not do its 
work in a corner, but it will not adver- 
tise its inevitable crises for the benefit: of 
those upon whom it sits in judgment.’’ 
In his address ‘M. Poincaré made explicit 
reference to the possibility—it is, indeed, 
a certainty—that Germany will seek to 
exploit to her adyantage the differences 
which necessarily ‘exist among the Allied 
nations and have still to -be composed. 
It would certainly be found impossible to 
compose them if every point at issue were 
to be made the subject of heated public 
discussion. On the other hand, as the 
official statement issued on Friday. de- 
clared, the Allied Governments “do not 
underrate the necessity of carrying public 
opinion with them in the vast task with 
which they are confronted.’’ They “ re- 
cognise that, unless ‘public opinion ap- 
proves of the result of their labours, they 
will be nugatory ’’-—that, in W. Poincaré’s 
words, “the time fis no more when diplo- 
matists could meet to redraw with 
authority the map of the Empires on the 
corner of a table.” 

The Conference of Paris, in effect, has 
to undo the work of the Congress of 
Vienna a century ago. That Congress set 
itself to make the world safe for auto- 
cracy; the Conference of Paris has to 
make the world safe for democracy. In 
impressive sentences the President of the 
French Republic outlined its migsion, and 
asserted the spirit by virtue ‘of which 
alone that mission can be accomplish 
“You will see,” he said, “ nothing but 
justice "—justice that has no favourites,

The Conference has done 
well to appoint as its permanent Presi- 
dent M. Clemenceau—a master, as Mr. 

Lloyd George said, of “ the eloguence that 
gets things done.” The first day's proceed- 
ings of the Conference will strengthen the 
Allied peoples in their faith that their 
representatives will rise to the height of a

The Unemployment Scandal. 


The out-of-work donation scandal con- 
tinues unabated. Although over a month 
has elapsed since attention was first drawn 
to the matter, the Government has taken 
no step to amend the scheme and check 
the criminal waste of public money. Mean- 
while the premium on idleness is causing 
irreparable injury to the trade and indus- 
try of the country. Letters which we 
receive from employers all tell the same 
tale—they require labour, but cannot get 
it because the workers in their districts } 
prefer to draw the relief than to: 
do an honest day’s work for a fair 
wage. On Thursday last a deputation írom 
the Dublin Chamber of Commerce met 
Major Fuge, Chief Divisional Officer of 
the Ministry of Labour, and pointed out to 
him the extent to which the scheme is 
abused. They also suggested some obvféus 
improvements which might be effected, 
Major Fuge promised that the statements 
of the deputation would be placed before 
the authorities, and that they would re- 
ceive careful consideration. The deputa- 
tion cited a number of cases about which 
there can be no dispute as to the facts. 
One of these concerned a married woman 
who is in receipt of relief, although she 
left her employment as long ago as 1916, 
and her husband is in a situation. Others 
had to do with men who draw the 
allowance without ~“ qualifying ”’ by 
even abstaining from work. It would be 
difficult to conceive anything more flagrant 
than these cases.

|OUR LETTER FROM PARIS. 


(FROM OUR SPECIAL 


CORRESPONDENT.) 


[The following message was despatched 
from Paris by atroplane post to our 
London office, and thence telegraphed 
by our private wire to Dublin. 


PARIS, Sarvrpay, Janvary 18. 

I was privileged this afternoon to witness the 
opening ceremony of the greatest Conference 
the world has ever known—the Conference of 
Paris. Informed this morning that the dele- 
gates had decidéd to admit the Press, 1 was 
early’ on the scene, arriving at the Quai 
d’Orsay at about 2 p.m., where I found a 
little crowd of curious sightseers waiting at the 
gates of the Ministére des Affaircs Etrangéres. 

The Conference was not officially due to com- 


tarial staffs began to arrive shortly after two, 
and the yard of, the Ministéi‘e soon. filled up 
with cars of all descriptions. We had to enter 
by a special door, whére our passes under- 
went examination, but there was a surprising, 
and at the same time very agreeable, lack of 
red tape about arrangements made for the 
Press, 

The room in which 4 meetings of the Peace 
Conference are to be held is a large rectan- 
gular chamber, with a fireplace surmounted by 
the famous clock at one end and doors at the 
other, The wall to the right of the fireplace 


| has several large windows; while to the left 


there is another ‘room almost as large, 
separated from the clock room by huge 
pillars and heavy red curtains. It was in 
this room that the representatives of the 
world’s Press were congregated, and from some 
places an uninterrupted view could be had of 
the whole proceedings. 

The Conference tables are arranged in the 
form of a large U, one short table being placed 
in front of the) fireplace, and two long ones 
joining it at either end, and running down the 
room. These tables, of course,| are covered 
with green baize. All around the room, and in 
the spaces between the pillars which separate 
it from the adjoining ante-chambers, are ar- 
ranged smaller tables for the secretaries and 
various stafls of the delegations. Two gilt 
chairs are in position at the centre of the 
short Conference tables just under the clock, 
andmall the other chairs are mahogany, 
uphBistered in red leather. It is a magnificent, 
lofty room, worthy of being the scene of so 
historic an event, and is lit by. four immense 
candelabra, hung from the ceiling, which, of 
course, are provided with electric bulbs. 

Although the official agendm forms, which 


were issued to-day, timed the arrival of Pre- 
sident Poincaré for 3.30 p.m., nearly all the

RAINFALL IN 1918, 

The Times publishes to-day its annual review 
oi the rainfall for the past year, compiled by 
ir, H. R. Mill, of the British Rainfall Organisa- 
tion, This article shows that the year 1918 was 
i definitely wet one, there being an excess of 
min over the average in each of the «ix districts 
nto which the British Isles are divided for this 
Pirpose. Thus, for the British Isles generally, 
ihete was an average fall of 40.90 inches of rain, 
br 3.22 inches over the average for 1875-1909, or 
18 per cent. of an average percentage of 100. 
For Ireland the average reinfall was 44.37 
inthes, or an increase of 4.49. inches over the 
werage of 39.88 inches for 1875-1909, or 100 
per cent. of the average of 100. Again taking 
IM as the average percentage, the Irish rain- 
fill in January was equivalent to 110, February 
16, March 65, April 56, May 91, June 61, July 
1%, August 83, September 209, October 123, 
Nevember 102, and December 139. The records 
tÍ some 28 stations in Ireland are -eet forth 
in tebular form. These show an excess over 
ihe average in every case, except Dublin and 
Grenore, where 26.80 inches and 31.59 inches 
fel respectively, the average being 27.68 and 
233 inches respectively.

There is nobody in the Con- 
ference Chamber except a few British and 
French officers and secretaries, who are moving 
about from chair to chair to sce that every- 
thing is in order. Writing materials are in 
readiness before the chair of each delegate, and 
everything has been done to ensure their com- 
fort. About 2.30 the Conference Chamber 
begins to fill with officials and members of the 
staffs, including several lady secretaries, who 
take their places at the little tables all round 
the room. Sir George Riddell, Chief of the 
Official Press Section, is the first Britisher 
whom I recognise, and then the Maharaja of 
a tall figure in British officer's 
uniform and gorgeous turban, enters the roo'n 
with Lord Sinha, the first Indian peer. The 
Japanese delegates have arrived—MM. Matsui 
and Chinda. With some others, they take 
their places immediately. Two tall Arabs, in 
nativé dress, and one of them with a large 
sword, are standing apart. Mr. Balfour, very 
tall and very elegant, is standing at the door, 
and, catching sight of the Maharaja, comes 
quietly across to exchange a handshake and a 
Smiling welcome with the Indian Prince. 

In the meantime, President Wilson has come 
in unnoticed, and is standing at the head of the 
table with Mr. Lansing, reading and discussing 
tha agenda form, which he has found in his 
place. With his hat off be does not appear 
so tall, but looks remarkably young, in spite 
of his grey hair. The little, square-built figure 
of M. Clemenceau can be seen rushing about, 
greeting first one and then the other of his 
friends whom he recognises, and Mr. Barnes is 
chatting with Mr. Balfour, who appears io be 
enjoying a joke. 

M. Clemenceau has caught sight of the 
President, and Mr. Wilson takes the oppor- 
tunity of presenting the Chief of his Press 
Section, Mr, Baker, to the veteran French 
Statesman. Just close by I see Lord Hardinge, 
who has just come in, and Mr. Bonar Law has 
joined his two British colleagues at the head 
of the ‘table: 

Tt is just three o'clock, and nearly all the 
delegates have arrived. Marshal Foch, tall, 
elegant, and quiet, is standing alone beside M. 
Pichon. The two gilt chairs at the head of the 
Confetence table are empty. To the right of these 
are the chairs reserved for the American dele- 
gation; President Wilson, Mr. Lansing, Mr. 
White, and General Tasker Bliss are already at 
their places. ‘To the left is the British delega- 
tion—Messrs. Balfour, Bonar Law, and Barnes. 
These are all the seats under the clock. At 
the long table on the right come the French, 
Italians, Belgians, and two Brazilians on the 
outside, while on the inside are the Uruguay, 
the Czecho-Slovak, Serbian, Portuguese, 
Peruvian, Haiti, Greek, and Cuban. delegations. 
At the iong table on the left are the Australian, 
Canadian, New Zealand, South African, Indian, 
and Japanese groups on the outside, while on 
the inside the Chinese, Ecuador, Guatemala, 
Honduras, Liberian, Panama, Polish, and 
Rumanian representatives have their places. 

Everybody is chatting gaily, when suddenly 
a hush falls on the great assembly.

He is dressed quite 
simply in a frock coat, and quictly takes one 
of the gilt chairs to the left of President 
Wilson, with whom as well as with Mr. Lansing, 
he cordially shakes hands. He then sees Mr. 
Balfour, who is standing behind his chaif, and 
leaning across exchanges a hearty welcome with 
our aristocratic Foreign Secretary. Everybody 
is standing, and it is noticed that Mr. Lioyd 
George’s place to the left of M. Poincaré is 
empty; the Premier has not yet arrived. It is 


j-only five minutes past three, and although the

3.30, the French President produces his speech, 
which he commences to read, at first slowly and 
in a voice, which, although very distinct, is not 
very strong, but which later increases in volume 
and tone until at the words “ megalomanie 
Germanique” it reaches its full power. As he 
compliments and thanks the various Powers 
who have been the loyal Allies of the French 
Republic, he turns, first to one, then to another 
group of delegates, paying a high tribute to 
President Wilson, who at his right hand is 
leaning on bis chair, casting an occasional 
glance down the room.

H.R.H, the Prince John, who has, since his 
infancy, suffered from epileptic fits, which

It will be readily understood from the fore- 
going officia) bulletin how great has been the 
anxiety occasioned to the King and Queen and 
all the members of the Royal Family by the 
almost life-long affliction of Their Majesties’ 
youngest son. Ait first the epilepey did not 
greatly affect the patient’s general physical 
health and appearance, and he looked a sturdy, 
healthy, and happy lad. But the complaint 
became more serious as the Prince grew older, 
and the risk of seizures made it necessary that 
he should almost constantly have an attendant. 
The young Prince was never seen with the 
members of the Royal Family on public occa- 
sions. for this reason, and, although he was 
held in the highest affection, an affection all 
the greater because of his sad affliction, he 
was usually kept in comparative privacy and 
quiet at Frogmore or Sandringham. a

orn on July 12th, 1905, and thus was nearly 
fourteen years of age. Although a definite 
official announcement on the subject is not yet 
available, it is understood that the Royal 
Family’s bereavement will not interfere with 
the arrangements for the wedding of the 
Princess Patricia of Connaught. 

An announcement will be made in due cotrse 
respecting Court mourning for the young 
Prince, but the period of full mourning will 
almost certainly be over before the date of the 
marriage, Which ie February 27th, nearly six 
weeks after the Prince’s death. The bell of the 
Curfew Tower at Windsor was tolled yesterlay 
morning, and at St. George’s the prayers of 
the congregation were asked for the King and 
Queen and members of the Royal Family. At 
the Evening Service the Dead March was 
played. 

The news of the young Prince’s death was a 
great surprise to most people in London. 
Although it was generally understood that he 
was not very &trong, so little had been heard of 
him of late, that it was hoped the air of 
Broadstairs, where he was sent on medical 
advice, was doing him good. Public sympathy 
is deep for the King and Queen, the more so 
because of Their Majesties’ tender solicitude 
for parents whose sons have given their lives 
in the war. 

Prince John was essentially an outdoor boy, 
and when his health permitted he indulged in 
cyciing, golf, and fishing. He was a familiar 
figure on the beach at Broadstairs, where he 
was often seen taking constitutionals with his 
tutors. 

Before his sermon at St. Paul's vesterday 
afternoon the Archdeacon of. London, referring 
to Prince John’s death, said:—I ask vour 
respectful sympathy for our King and Queen, 
for the King as a father, for the Queen as a 
mother, for the rest of the Roval Family 
as brothers and eisters. We will seek silence 
for @ space, and remember them al! before 
ape in the way which seems best to each’ 
of us. 

A Sandringham telegram save that durine the 
day on Saturday Prince John was attacked 
with an epileptic fit, and passed awav in the 
evening, The funeral will take place at 
Sandringham Church on Tuesday, and the Ser- 
vice will be quite private. : 

Queen Alexandra, who intended to return to 
London to-day, has cancelled her arrangements. 
Their Majesties’ sudden bereavement has ‘in- 
spired much sympathy on. the Roval estate 
where yesterday flags were at half-mast. 

Reuter’s Paris Correspondeiit telegraphs—A 
reception was to have been held at the British 
Embassy on Thursday next io welcome the 
Prince of Wales, but in view of Prince John’s 
death the arrangements will presumably be 
cancelled.

He pays a 
tribute to M. Clemenceau's business capacities, 
and to his excellent worth as a Chairman, 
“From what I know of him I can guarantee 
that no time will be wasted,’ and the British 
Prermer underlines his words with an emphatic 
gesture. 

As Signor Sonnino gives his support to the 
nomination the lights suddenly go up, to the 
embarrassment of some of the delegates, who 
have not been expecting it. One notices that 
President Wilson is wearing a red tie.

What 
gives you authority to establish a peace of Jus- 
tice is the fact, that none of the peoples of 
whom you are the delegates has had any part 
in injustice. Humanity can place confidence in 
you because you are not among those who 
have outraged the rights of humanity. 
TWO UNFORGETTABLE OUTRAGES. 

There is no need of further information or 

for inquiries into the .origin of the

“The 
truth, bathed in blood, has already escaped 
from the Imperial archives. “The premeditated 
character of the trap is to-day clearly proved. 
In the hope of conquering, first, tue hegemony 
of Europe, and next, the mastery of the world, 
the Central Empires, bound | together by a 
secret plot, found the most abominable pre- 
texts for trying to crush Serbia and force their 
way to the East. At the same time they dis- 
owned the most solemn undertakings in order 
to crush Belgium and force their way into the 
heart of France. These are the two unrorget 
table outrages which opened the way to aggres- 
sion. The combined efforts of Great Britain, 
France, and Russia broke themselyes against 
that mad arrogance, If, after long vicissitudes, 
those who wished to reign by the sword have 
perished by the sword, they have but them- 
selves to blame; they have been destroyed by 
their own blindness.. What could be more 
significant than the shameful bargains. they at- 
tempted to offer to Great Britain” They sug- 
gested—‘“ Allow us to attack France on land 
and we will not enter the Channel,” and they 
instructed their Ambassador to say to France— 
“We will only accept a declaration of neu- 
trality on your part if you surrender to us 
Briey, Toul, and Verdun.” It: is in the light 
of these memories, gentlemen, that all the con- 
clusions you will have to draw from the war 
will take shape. 
FORCE VERSUS JUSTICE. 

Your natidéns. entered the war svccessively, 
but came, one and all, to the help of 
threatened right. Like Germany, Great Britain 
and Franee had guaranteed the independence of 
Belgium. Germany sought to crush Belgium. 
Great Britain and France both swore to save 
her. Thus, from the very beginning of hos- 
tilities came into the conflict. the two ideas 
which for fifty miontks were to struggle for the 
dominion of the world—the idea of a peti 
force which accepts neither control nor check, 
and the idea of justice which depends on the 
sword only to prevent or repress the abuse oí 
strength. Faithfully supported by her 
Dominions and Colonies, Great Britain de- 
cided that she could not remain aloof from a 
struggle in which the fate of every country 
was imvolved.e She has made, and her 
Dominions and Colonies have made with her, 
prodigious efforts to prevent the war from end- 
ing in the triumph of the spirit of conquest 
and the destruction of right. Japan, in her 
turn, only decided to take up arms out of 
joyalty to Great Britain, her great Ally, and 
from the consciousness of the danger in which 
both Asia and Europe have stood by reason of 
the hegemony of which the Germanic Empires 
had dreamt. Italy, who from the first had re- 
fused to lend a helping hand to German 
ambition, rose against an age-long foe only to 
answer the call of oppressed populations and to 
destory, at the cost of her blood, the artificial 
olitical combinations which took no account of 
aa liberty. Rumania resolved to fight only 
to realise that national unity which was opposed 
by the same powers of arbitrary force. Aban- 
doned, betrayed, and strangled, she had to 
submit to an abominable treaty, the revision of 
which you will exact. Greece, whom the enemy 
for many months triéd to turn from her tra- 
ditions and déstinies, raised an army only to 
escape attempts ai.domination, of which she 
felt the growing threat. Portugal, China, and 
Siam abandoned neutrality only to escape the 
strangling pressure of the Central Powers, 


AMERICA’S ENTRY A SUPREME 
JUDGMENT. 


Thus, it was the extent of German ambitions 
that brought so many peoples, great and sniall, 
to form a league against the same adversary.

The first delegate to arrive was M. Jules 


Cambon, who’ appeared at 2.20 p.m. Other 
delegates followed at short intervals, After 
entering the Foreign Ministry, they passed 
through the Salon du Congress and the Salon 
des Ambassadeurs, and so reached the Salle de 
l'Horloge, where they took their appointed 
places, which were marked with little white 
gilt-edged cards. 

President Wilson, who arrived at.2.50, was 
saluted by the troops, with drums and fifes, at 
the foot of the steps. He was met by the 
Director of the Protocol, and he _ smilingly 
posed for a moment for the photographers and 
cinematographers. The public cheered loudly, 
and the President raised his hat. He. then 
mounted the steps, and was received by M. 
Pichon, with whom he shook hands most cor- 
dially. : 

Among the other delegates, the Indian and 
Hedjaz representatives, with their turbans, 
gave a picturesque note to the scene. ' 

M. Poincaré arrived punctually at 3 o'clock, 
and was received with the same ceremonial as 
President Wilson. 

In the Salle r'Horloge the delegates 
chatted in small groups. President Wilson had 
a long conversation with M. Clemenceau. 

The Allied journalists admitted to the. Con- 
ference were seated in the gallery cormmunicat- 
ing with’ the Sallé de MHorldge. 

At 3.5 M. Poincaré entered, and walked to 
the. Presidential chair, and immediately opened 
his address, speaking in clear, grave tones. 
All present, who remained standing, listended 
with rapt attention. 

Mr. Lloyd George entered at 3.25. while the 
speech was in progress. President Wilson half 
turned towards President Poincaré, and gave 
nods of approval from time to time. President 
Poincaré finished his speech at 3.30. The dele- 
gates then sat down, and Lieutenant Mantoux, 
Interpreter to the Conference, standing in front 
of President Poincaré, read the Presidential 
speech in English. 


THE SEATING ARRANGEMENTS. 


The seating arrangements in the. Conference 
chamber were as follows :-—The delegates were 
ye round a horse shoe table.
